ROUTED BY GRASSHOPPERS. 


A Fleck of Turkeys Put to Flight by the 
Voracious Insects. 

Farmer James C. Fairchild, of the Up- 
per Paupack region, asserted to a Scran 
ton (Pa.) correspondent of the New 
York Sun that he had never known 
grasshoppers to be as thick in this place 
as they have been during August. Ina 
three-acre field of late rye the insects 
were so numerous that they ate all the 
blades off the stalks and sucked all the 
juice out of them before the crop was 
ripe. One day Farmer Fairchild left 
his white vest at the edge of the lot, 
and when he went to put it on at night 
he found that the grasshoppers had 
eaten -hondreds of holes in it. The 
grasshoppers seemed to increase sev- 
erald fold each day in that particular 
field, and it appeared to him as though 
they came out of the ground nearly full 
grown. 

As soon as the rye was put into the 
barn, he turned the turkeys into the 
stubble. A high stone wall surrounds 
the lot, and the turkeys drove the 
hoards of grasshoppers ahead of them, 
and gobbled up what they wanted. 
One day the turkeys drove ap 
parently millions of the insects 
into a corner of the field. They 


| eouldn’t get over the wall or through it, 
and several bushels of the grasshop- 


pers, Farmer Fairchild declared, turned 
upon his flock of turkeys and came 
within an ace of swamping them. The 
fowls were completely covered with 
grasshoppers, and the insects kept com- 
ing at them so thick and fast that the 
turkeys finally took to their legs and 
wings and went squalling toward the 
center of the lot as though something 
had scared them half to death. 

After a little, one of the gobblers ral- 
lied the flock and led them back to the 
corner. He gobbled a number of times 
on the way and the other tom turkeys

NEWLANDS BOOK. 


Suggestions as to a General 
Plan 


For the Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion of the Arid Lands 
of Nevada. 


(Continued from yesterday's edition.) 
IRRIGATION POSSIBILITIES ON THE HUM- 
BOLDT. 
The Humboldt river rises far away 
on the other side of Nevada from the 
drainage basios of which we have thus 
far spoken, and flows westerly towards 
the sinks of the Truckee, Carson and 
Walker. Meandering through the 
State for 300 miles, this river with its 


tributaries commands over a million 
acres of arable land. The soils are 
good, and seem to be quite free from 
alkali. 

Irrigation enterprise has here met 
with little development. The Hum- 
boldt is a stream of great drain 
area, and from season to season is 
most variable in its discharge. If 
ever there was a region which should 
bring forth the most thorough and 
intelligent action on the part of a 
people and Government for the re- 
clamation of lands, it is the region oi 
the Humboldt valley. ithout a 
sound policy, a far-reaching action, 
and a thorough system, this vast area 
of rich soils must remain desert. 
With such action and policy, com- 
bined with energy, the Humboldt 
valley will, in my judgment, support 
a population. . Waters can be 
- there in artificial ‘reservoirs. 
We know of the location and the gen- 
eral feasibility of a number of such 
reservoirs. These stored waters, 
pread upon lands along the Hum- 
boldt river, will produce vegetation. 
The drainage from these lands will 
find its way back into the main 
stream. The river below will thus be 
perennially supplied. Its summer 
volume will be maintained by the 
storage of its winter waters, which are 
now wasted; a population will gain a 
foothold ; gradually a foresting of the 
mountains and hills can be accom- 
plished; rain and snowfall will be 
promoted and the water supply in- 
creased. This is not a visionary pic- 
ture, and it is not looking so very far 
into the future, if we can only secure 
concert of action and the energy which 
the conditions seem to call for. Such 
things have been done elsewhere— 
why not in Nevada? 
he engineering problem in so ex- 
tensive a system is great. Though 
only asmall part of the resources of 
thig stream has been determined with 
any degree of accuracy, sufficient is 
known to prove beyond question that 
organization and capital only are re- 
uired to develop a vast resource. 

e water fall in the higher water- 
sheds is greater than is generally sup- 
sed to be. Storage sites are avail- 
able. Shall we save the surplas and 
make a prosperous country? The 
well-known surveyor, E.C. McClellan, 
reports fifteen good p!aces for storage 
in Elko county alone, and several 
others in Eureka, Lander and Hume | 
boldt counties. From Humboldt lake, 
going east, there is a good point for 
storage opposite Oreana, where, for a 
comparatively small sum, 20,000 acres 
in cultivation around Lovelock could 
be sectred from drought. 

Another great opportunity exists 
where the valley spreads out at Iron 
Point. Here a fine lake could be 
created by a dam across the main 
stream. Near Carlin, Beowawe and 
Halleck similar opportunities are pre- 
sented, where economical storage may 
be artificially effected. Reese river 
could be stored at a point half way 
between Battle Mountain and Austin. 
All the land below is good, and much 
of it is cultivated now, though subject 
to the effects of drought. Rock creek 
affords several good reserVoir sites 
and Martin creek one. The South 
Humboldt, about ten miles south of 
Elko, offers a valuable location. There 
are four such, with immense water- 
sheds, on. the North Fork. Bishop, 
Maggie, Susie and Hanks creeks all 
have good — for 8 , with 
large areas of land u 

the water within each reach. 

As the Southern Pacific Company 
has — tracts of land along the 
Humboldt, it would be business-like 
on its part to pay particular attention 
to the development of the storage sys- 
tem on that river and its tributaries. 
In a recent conference with Col. Chas. 
F. Crocker, Vice-President of the 
Southern Pacific Company, he has 
agreed with me to have a preliminary 
reconnaissance of the field made by the 
eminent engineer, Wm. Hammond 
Hall. He will shortly examine the 
country with local surveyors and peo- 
familiar with it, and, if his report 
is satisfactory, the company will have 
thorough surveys made of this water- 
shed, with the view to determining its 
facilities for storage and irrigation. 
GENERAL CONCLUSIONS AS TO WATER 

STORAGE AND CANAL BUILDING. 

I sum up the subject by saying that 
within that portion of our State to 
which I have been enabled thus far to 
pay attention, hundreds of thousands 
of acres of land, as good in quality as 
can be found anywhere in the great 
West, can be made fruitful by irriga- 
tion, at a cost for water veep ° run- 
ning between five and fifteen dollars 
per acre, and canals can be built for 
the delivery of these waters at a cost 
between two and a half and ten dollars 
per acre. Thus lands which are now 
almost valueless can, by utilizing the 
best schemes, be provided for ata cost

the question would then be a greater 
one, for we would have to decide upon 
a  ! for the development of a vast 
public domain. Are we to take hold 
of this question as a State, and if so, 
in what way? Must the counties act 
for themselves, and if so, under what 
system? Are we to have districts for 
the special purpose of irrigation and 
water storage, and if so, under what 
— of organization? Or are we to 
ve a mixed system of water storage 
by the State, and construction of irr- 
gation works by counties or by dis- 
tricts? Or, firally, is this whole field 
to remain for private or corporate en- 
terprise, and if so, are there to be 
laws for the protection of capital, as 
well as for the interests and rights of 
the people ? . 
_ Has the State the capital to enter 
nto enterprises of this kind? The 
people have in the State Treasury 
nearly $700,000 in cash and United 
States bonds derived from the sale of 
public lands and held for the benefit 
of our public school system. From 
this fund the State borrows when in 
need of money for general purposes. 


The constitutional! limit on such an- 


thority to incur debt, even to the State 
itself, is placed at $300,000. The State 
has already exbausted over $150,000 of 
this limit. Would it not be well to 
increase this limit and thus enable the 
State by borrowing and utilizing its 
own school fund to develop its irriga- 
tion resources -by the construction of 
stor and irrigation works? Or 
would it be best to provide for county 
or district organization for storage and 
irrigation works? 

There would be little difficulty in 
effecting a county organization on the 
Truckee river, for that portion of the 
river flowing through Nevada is all in 
Washoe county. I have already se- 
cured the nucleus of a thorough irri- 
gation scheme on the Truckee by 
obtaining the dam site heretofore re- 
ferred to near the outlet of Lake 
Tahoe, by the purchase of Donner 
lake and the construction of a dam 
there, and by the purchase of land 
essential to the Henness Pass and 
Sardine valley reservoirs, as well as 
by purchasing from the State 7,000 
acres of land in Warm Spring valley. 
I have expended in all for these prop- 
erties, and for the surveys necessary
